21. (Currently Amended) The Proc e ss process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said adjuvant is the-a_fragment having the sequence 1 to 179 ( SEQ ID No. 4) of 
the P40 protein of K. pneumonia e having th e s e qu e nc e ID No. 2 Klebsiella pneumoniae . 

22. (Currently Amended) The P reeess process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said adjuvant is the P40 protein of K. pn e umonia e Klebsiella pneumoniae having 
the sequence ID No. 2.

24. (Currently Amended) The Proc e ss process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said antigen or a-the hapten consists of a an immunogenic fragment of the G 
protein of the respiratory syncytial virus ( RSV). 

25. (Currently Amended) The Preeess process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said antigen or the a hapten is attached to the adjuvant by a covalent bond. 
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26. (Currently Amended) The P feees s process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said antigen or the hapten is attached to the adjuvant by chemical coupling. 

27. (Currently Amended) The P feeess process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said antigen or the hapten is fused to the adjuvant by genetic manipulation. 

28. (Currently Amended) The P reees s process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said antigen or the a hapten which is attached to the adjuvant, is fused to a protein 
which is a receptor for a serum protein. 

29. (Currently Amended) The P reeess process according to claim 19, characterized 
in that said antigen or the a hapten which is attached to the adjuvant, is fused to a protein 
which is a receptor for the human serum albumin. 
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
